>would be inexpensive and suitable for tcp/ip on packet? 


Any TAPR TNC2 clone can be made KISS only by replacing the image in 
the ROM with the K3MC ROM image. That includes the MFJ1270 and 1274, 
the PacComm Tiny 2, and others. The Kantronics units use a different 
processor so the code won't work. The AEA units use different SIO 
chips and won't work either. Intel hex formatted images of the K3MC 
KISS code are available from UCSD.

Can't help with a modulator, but you could investigate the NICAM stereo 

chips sets for a demodulator. 


NICAM is used in the UK to give high-quality stereo sound on TV - it uses 
a 6.552 MHz subcarrier and runs at abt 768kbit/s. The demod chip appears 
to be a TA8662, which I think is a Toshiba part.
